ſhe eſteemed my Rival in Proportion to his Love,

How much Blood has been ſhed, what prodigi- 
ous Fortunes ſacrific'd? What immenſe Sums 
ſquandered in theſe Quarrels ? They oblig'd the 
Duke of W N to quit the Kingdom in a 
Hurry, and from the ungrateful Soil of his own 
Country, he retir'd into Spain, imagining his 
Birth, Family, and Addreſs, would immediate- 
ly procure him a Poſt in the Service, and ſecure 
him ſome ſpecdy Employment, which might 
not be beneath his Dignity to accept.

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He appeared at Court with very great Applauſe, 
joining to the external Appearance of a very 
handſome Man, a delicate Wit, and every 
Accompliſhment of. Nobility. The Reception 
which he met with from. his Chatholic Majefty, 
confirm'd him in his Hopes, and, perhaps, they 
had done Juſtice to his Merit, had he not by 
ſuch another raſh, inconſiderate Attachment, as 
yours, bound himſelf to reſide in Spain, where-

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This was no Objection to him, who was 
diſtractedly in Love, and could never be eaſy 
out of his Miſtreſs's Company, to whom he 
unfolded all his Paſſion with Succeſs; for the 
Match was too advantageous to be refus'd, and 
ſhe was perſuaded the Queen wou'd not at all 
oppoſe her Advancement, but eafily conſent to 
the Deſires of the Duke, who, encouraged by 
the Kindneſs of his Reception, perſonally de- 
manded her of that Princeſs, whoſe Surpriſe at 
ſo extraordinary a Propoſition was very great.

He, in return, aſſur'd her, he could not be 
happy without Poſſeſſion of CaTHERINA4 but 
this Declaration was very little to the Purpoſe, 
for the Queen was not to be prevailed upon. 


It is in vain (ſays ſhe) to inſiſt, I will not be 
accellary to your embarking in the inextricable 
Misfortunes which muſt enſue from my Conſent

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they will ſoon appear, when the Warmth of 
your Paſſion is cooled; when Reaſon refumes 
the Seat, whence ſhe's now excluded by the 
Violence of Defire ; and you will too late lament 
the irreparable Folly ? Are you not proſcrib'd 
and exiled? depriv'd of the Fortune neceſſary 
to ſupport the Luſtre of your Family? And, can 
you tamely bear to beſtow your Name on a 
Woman, who has no Fortune herſelf, and on 
whom you can ſettle nothing, but Poverty and 
a Title? Ruminate on what I have ſaid, you will 
thank me for denying you, and allow that I'm 
your Friend, 


This Diſcourſe threw the Duke into abſolute 
Deſpair ; from the Royal Preſence he retir'd to 
the Lady, and having inform'd her of his ill, 
Succeſs, and conjur'd her to Conſtancy, he 

 vow'd that neither Time nor Force, could ever 
tear her from his Heart. I am determin'd, 
(added he) to conquer this Obſtinance of the 
« Queen, provided you never prove falſe to me, 
« or change; nor {hall the moſt inſurmount- 
% able Obſtacles, deter me from my Pur-

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CATHERINA, who really lov'd him, return'd 
his Attachment with Sincerity equal to his own ;

mutual Regard for Protection from every Acci- 
dent. 


The Queen was all this while not to be 
mov'd ; ſhe was deaf to the numberleſs Repre- 
ſentations of the Duke's Friends, for he left 
nothing undone, that he imagin'd might influ- 
ence her ; this deſtroying all his Grace's Hopes 
of Happineſs, ſunk ſo deeply on his Spirits, 
that he was reduc'd to the loweſt Ebb; an in- 
termitting Fever, attended with the heavieſt 
Melancholy, bringing him almoſt to the

The Duke was tranſported at this Reply ; ; he 
thank'd her in the livelieſt and moſt grateful 


Manner, and was impatient to convey it to 
| Ein, | a 
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his Miſtreſs's Ears; to whom it gave a Joy, as 
ſenſible as poſſible, and, there being nothing 


now to oppoſe their Felicity, they were married. 
without any Delay. 


Their Pleaſure laſted for ſome Time unem- 
bitter'd, but, at length, the Duke began to 
perceive his faux Pas. Te Expences neceſſary 
in ſupporting his Spouſe, according co her Qua— 
lity, were beyond what he was able to defray ; 
for as his Revenues in England had been ſeiz'd 
by the Crown, he was become a Charge to the 
Court of Spain; which was tir'd of granting 
him the Subſidies he requir'd ſince his Marriage. 
When impatient at the Delay of his Payments, 
and the Neglect ſhewn to his Demands, he re- 
mov'd the Scene of Action to #rance, where he 
hoped to find a Change of Fortune for the 
dau, and indeed it was neceſſary. 


At Paris he was received with all the Reſpect 
due to his Quality, as well as with the Polite- 
neſs that always diſtinguithes the French Nation;

rely'd on, than the Alacrity and 0 of 
France. 


His Affairs were ſo much embarraſs'd, by the 
Profuſion with which he had liv'd in his French 
Tour, that he was oblig'd to content himſelf 
with any Thing the Court pleas'd to give him; 
for Neceſſity has no Law.

Though this Situation appear'd but melancholy 
for ſo illuſtrious a Nobleman, he found within 
himſelf a ſufficient Defence againſt the worſt 
Attacks of Fate. 


Though he join'd the Characters of the Hero 
and the Philoſopher, Fortune ſpar'd him not, 
ſhe had freſh Arrows in Store, ready to follow 
thoſe? already diſcharg'd againſt him, He re- 

mn ceiv'd

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ceiv'd an Affront from a Maſk, whom he did 
not know, one Night that he was conducting 
ſome Ladies from a Ball; this happen'd in Bar- 
celona where he was in Garriſon, Having, up- 
on Enquiry, diſcover'd this Perſon to be no 
more than a Valet, in the Service of the Mar- 
quis of RisBuRGH, Governor of Catalonia, and 
giving Scope to the firſt Impulſe of his Paſtion, 
he can'd him ſeverely in return for his Inſo- 
lence. „% 3 


The Domeſtic complain'd of this Uſage to 
his Maſter, who neglected it for ſometime, 
imagining the Duke would have ſent him a 
complimentary Excuſe, which he omitted, either 
not looking on himſelf as oblig'd to do ſo, or 
thinking the Fellow would never have the Bold- 
. neſs to addreſs the Marquis, who, piqu'd at his 
Grace's Proceedings, in two Days after ſent 
him Notice of Arreſt, which he obey'd, and 
retir'd to Mont-Toni, and, in a ſhort Time, was 
order'd to quit. This he abſolutely refus'd to do 
without expreſs Orders from Court, which he 
believ'd would condemn the haughty Proceed- 
ing of the Governor. But how did he find 
himſelf deceiv'd! the Marquis had Intereſt 
enough to obtain Orders for the Duke to retire 
to 
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to the Garriſon, and not re-enter the Town up- 
on any Account. 


This Diſgrace crown'd his Misfortunes; his 
Philoſophy forſook him, and he was no longer 
Proof againſt the Efforts of his malicious Stars;

upon his Vitals, and relaps'd into his former

From the Beginning of his Malady the Phy- 
ſician look'd upon it to be mortal.

During his Sickneſs he was much ſtreightned 
for Want of Money; and the many Delays and 
Impertinencies his Dutcheſs was oblig'd to en- 
dure before ſhe could obtain the Payment of his 
_ Penſion at Court, gave him additional Anguiſh. 
In his Quarters he was remov'd at a Diſtance 
from ſuch Succour as was repeatedly eſſential to 
him. There was a Convent in the Neigh- 
bourhood, the: Religious of Which, being in- 

form'd 
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form'd of his Situation and Condition, came to 
ofter their Aſſiſtance. 


He refus'd nothing, and was remov'd to their 
Houſe. They took all imaginable Care of him 
during his Illneſs, which laſted about a Month 
and this illuſtrious Nobleman, whoſe Birth and 


Education, and great Abilities, might have 


made him one of the moſt conſiderable Men of 
his Time, expir'd in a religious Houſe, in the 
Arms of a Body of Friars, whoſe Motive of at- 
tending on him was Charity, His imprudent 
Marriage compleated his Misfortunes, the 
Foundation of which was his Reliance on the 
Profniſe of the Spaniſh Court, of which they are 

generally profuſe, without any View of fulfilling 


them. 


Think on the Fate of this great Man,

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In this State every Thing is conducted accord-

cannot receive their beſt Friends, if foreign 


Subjects, without Permiſſion from the Senate. 


They are ſubſervient to a thouſand preciſe im- 
pertinent Ceremonies; and their Lives are a 
Medley of Cares, Sollicitudes, and Conſtraint. 


The common People of Venice are ſtill leſs

Ount BonnevaAL has always manifeſted + 
an intrepid Courage, and ſhewn himſelf 
a good Commander. I will not enter into a 
Scrutiny of his private Character, it is ſuffi- 
cient to know him, to become his Friend ; you 
may obſerve, though he talks much, it is always 
to the Purpoſe, that he never goes Lengths 
which can either weary or diſguſt you; and, 
for my Part, I am inclin'd to believe that he 
deſerves a better Report than vat! the Wor:d 


in general give him.

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It is certain, that he is a Man of nice Ho- 


nour, impatient of an Affront, or even the Ap - 


pearance of one; he has a good deal of Vanity, 
and affects Grandeur, but it is accompany'd 
with all the Taſte and Elegance of a fine Gen- 
tleman. It is true he wears a Turban, and 
has been ſeen on his Knees in the Moſques ; yet 
theſe are no Proofs of his being in Reality a 
Turk, lince it is reported, that he never under- 
went the Operation of being circumcis'd, but 
bought the Character of it from ſome Der- 
viſes, to whom had been committed the Care 
ef his Converſion ; and his Acquaintances ſay, 
but indeed very privately, that he is neither a 
Convert to the Belief and Ceremonies of Ma- 
hametaniſm, nor was he ever attach'd to any par- 
ticular.

But let his religious Principles be what they are, 
he is certainly honourable in his Dealings, bounti- 
ful in his Charities, and generous in his Gifts, as 
can be teſtify'd by many Tur#s, who have taſted 
of his Magnanimity, and a Number of Chriſtians 
who owe to him Redemption from Slavery and 
Chains. He is eaſy of Acceſs, and viſited by 

molt Strangers of any Conſequence, as well as 


ſuch 
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ſuch of the Chriſtian Clergy as reſide here; nor 
does the Scandal of his ſuppos'd Apoſtacy, in 
the leaft, hinder their Approach ; however, his 
Table is a good one, and his Munificence ex- 
tenſive. This may be a very proper Excuſe for 
thoſe who too often conceal Impiety under the 
Maſk of Religion, and cover Avarice with the 
Appearance of Charity. 


_ Miſtake me not! when J ſpeak thus of the 
Clergy, I do not mean all who are Preachers of 
the divine Word; Heaven forbid I ſhould paſs 
ſo unjuſt, ſo ſevere a Cenſure; but it muſt be 
allow'd, that to ſuch a Height has Impicty 


" ariſen in this degenerate Age, as to give too 


much Room for ſuch Reflection; and daily 


Experience ſhews us, that Prieſts are no more 


Proof againſt Temptation, than any other Or- 
der of Mankind; that they too ſacrifice to Ve- 


nality and Self- love the ſacred Ordinances which 


they are appointed to explain; and to this Cor- 
ruption of the Guardians of the Church may 
be attributed that Neglect, I will not ſay Con- 
tempt, of Religion, which, aſſiſted by a Deſire 
of Revenge, has made Count BOoNNEVAL a 
Baſhaw of three Tails, and Governor of Ara- 


He 
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He is deſcended from a very noble Family, 
nearly allied to the Blood-Royal of France, and, 
as an eldeſt Son, was formerly Maſter of very 
large Poſſeſſions. He was enroll'd among the 
Muſqueteers when very young, and ſerv'd with 
ſome Spirit under Marſhal. Luxt£mBours in 
Flanders, being preſent at the taking Namur; 
ſoon after which his Deſires were gratify'd with 
'a Troop of Horſe; but not finding ſufficient 
Opportunities of exerting himſelf in the Cavalry, 
he aſk'd for a Regiment of Foot, obtaining it 
with Eaſe thro' the Friendſhip of the Marſhal, 

who eaſily perceiv'd he promis'd to be a brave 

Soldier, and an Honour to the Service. No 

Man took greater Care in the Choice of his 

Men, whom, while he kept under the exacteſt 
Regulations, he us'd with ſuch paternal Good- 

neſs, that there was no one amongſt them but 

---- would have ſpilt their Heart's Blood in his Ser- 
vice. ö | 
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He diſtinguiſh'd himſelf greatly upon ſeveral 
Partics, but his Patron dying, the Count's For- 
tune droop'd. And, on the Concluſion of a 
Peace in the Year 1696, notwithſtanding very 
great Intereſt was made in his Behalf, his Re- 
| giment 
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giment was reduc'd, and he put on the Half. 
pay Liſt; while the Impartial allow'd, that 
many, with but a Tithe of his Merit and Abi- 
lities, were kept in full Pay. 


This Uſage diſguſted him conſiderably ; but 
it did not cauſe him to retrench his Expences, 
the Sinews of which were much ſtrengthen'd by 
the Deceaſe of his Father about this Time, 
whereby he acquir'd a large Fortune. Like 2 


true Soldier, he now gave himſelf up to Pica- 


ſure, Women were his principal Delight; but 


his Openneſs of Temper, and unguarded Con- 


duct, made him liable to ſeverer Cenſures than 


"what he really merited. 


His Character of 1 and ngen 


burted him at Court, where not the Lin, ſo 
much as the Scandal, was deteſted; yet he was 
always received there with great Reſpect, par- 
ticularly by the Duke of ORLEANS, aſterwards 
Regent of the Kingdom. He was re-eſtabliſh'd 
in his Regiment on the breaking out of the 

War that enſu'd on the Death of the King of 

Spain, and ſerv'd under Marſhal CaTixar, 
"who was reliev'd by VILLEROY in /taly, where 
he was once or twice — wounded.

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He took up his Winter-Quarters in a Town 
ſome Diſtance from Cremona, where, as he was 
generally lov'd by the Soldiery, he ſoon recruited 
his Regiment that had been roughly handled 
during the Campaign ; nor is it to be ſuppos'd 
he was forgetful of the Pleaſures of Love, A 
Nun made a deep Impreſſion on his Heart, he 
found a Way of inſpiring her with a mutual 
Paſſion, by viſiting and addrefling her at the 
Grate ; ſhe even conſented to receive him pri- 
vately in the Convent, provided he could find a

| He was determin'd to go through with it; 


2 Purſe of Piſtoles blinded the Keeper of the 
Garden Gate to a forceable Entry that he made 


through a Window of the Lodge, by looſening 


the Bars. They were as happy in their Meet- 
ings, which were often repeated, as Lovers 


could be; there never was any Diſcovery of the 


Intercourſe, it was only interrupted by the Ap- 


proach of Spring, which ſummon'd him to the 


Field, where the Remembrance of her was ſoon 


eclips'd by Glory, and his Thirſt for martial 


Exploits.

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He ſerv'd with great Reputation under the 
Duke De Bo oy in Italy, and ſignaliz'd

On his 3 to Paris, at the Cloſe of this 
Campaign, there was a Promotion of military 
Officers; he expected, and indeed his Beha- 
viour and Service claim'd it, to have been nam'd 
among them; yet ſcorning to ſollicit, was left 
out of the Number, while ſeveral Juniors were 
preferr'd. 


This was the firſt Cauſe of the Variety of

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His Remonſtrance was receiv'd with an Air 
of Superciliouſneſs and Impertinence, that put 
him beyond all Patience; he reſented it, in 
ſuch a Manner, as made CHAMILLARD aſſure 
him his Behaviour ſhould not be forgot, who 
left him in a very angry Mood, hinting, as he 
went, that there was a Place calFd the Ba/7z/e. 


When BonNEVAL had recover'd the Confu-

his own and her Family; and though not a 
perfect Beauty, ſhe was very amiable, and ca- 
pable from her Appearance, Virtues, and ood 
Senſe, to make a Man of Reflection compleatiy 
happy.

her above a Month or two at firſt, and very ſe- | 


dom ſince that Time; he has often la-

of entering the Imperial Service by the Pro- 

miſe of a Regiment of Foot bearing his own: 
Name, and of being ſoon made a General Off.

ther with the Aſſurances of Friendſhip he re- 
ceiv'd from Prince EvcGtens, who had great 
Sincerity, and ſupported his Credit at the Court 
of Vienna, for ſome Years, againſt the Clamour: 
often rais'd againſt him on Account of his At. 
tachment to ſome People in France, and. hi 
Character of Irreligion, either of which, gh 
| had 
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had been ſufficient to have ſuppreſs'd his grow- 
ing Credit, had it not been for the Support of 
ſuch an illuſtrious Patron. | 


Beſides, he receiv'd-Advice his Behaviour hat © 
diſguſted the King fo very much, that no Fa- 
vour was to be hop'd from that Quarter, His 
Eſtate was confiſcated, and few People endea- 
vour'd, or even dar'd, to mitigate his Majeſty's 
| Reſentment. His Counteſs implor'd Royal 


Mercy to no Purpoſe, all ſhe could obtain was

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2 being evacuated by Treaty with the 
French, he was made a Major-General, and 
went to Flanders with the Prince, who conjun- 
ctively, with MARLBOROUGH, took Lifle after 
a ſtout Siege, and concluded the Campaign with 
forcing Ghent, | 


The Conſequence of theſe Operations was 
LLEwis XIV. being oblig'd to ſue for Peace. 
The. Hague was the Seat of Negotiation, and 
BONNEVAL was appointed in private to oppoſe 
it, as much as poſſible, by fomenting the Dutch 


againſt it; he ſucceeded to Admiration. The 


Operations were commenc'd the enſuing Sea. 
ſon with freſh Vigour. \ 


During his Stay at the Hague, he became ac- 
quainted with a young Engliſh Girl, of whom 
he continu'd long extremely fond; ſhe liv'd 
with her Mother upon a very ſmall Income, 


and the Count to the laſt took Care of their 
Fortunes. 


He was judg'd by Prince EUGENE as a very 
Proper Perſon to defeat the Plans of the French

preſented to the States-General; and he, and 
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Count SWI IxpoR Fr, had a principal Hand! in 


the many Papers publiſh'd againſt them. It 


was owing to theſe Noblemen, and Lord 
TowNSHEND, the Engliſb Miniſter, that Abbe 


PLoLIicxac, and Marſhal D'UxELLES, were 


forbid coming to the Hague. He was now pro- 
moted to the Rank of a Lieutenant-General. 


I am tedious in my Narration, but you'l ex- 
cuſe it, when you remember I cannot give you a 
real Picture of this great Man, without point- 
ing out to you his Behaviour in every Employ- 
ment. And it were Injuſtice if I conceal'd his 


Abilities as a Politician, when I intermix'd his 


Skill of Intrigue with what he manifeſted in 


War. 


It was not without great Intereſt, and the 


Interpoſition of Prince EUGENE, that he fav'd 


his Regiment from being broke on the Peace ; 
an Accident that might have reduc'd him to 
Beggary. The firſt Diſappointment he met 
with at the Imperial Court was being refus'd. 
the Government of a 'Town taken from the 
Turks, againſt whom Prince EUGENE had turn d 
his Arms; but then the Emperor 8 Manner

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of refuſing was ſo very polite, it could not be 
taken amiſs. 


He at this Time narrowly. eſcap'd being 
: kill'd in returning from the Houſe of a certain 


Counteſs, with: whom he had had an Intrigue, 
being ſet upon by three Aſſaſſins, two of whom 
he ſoon put to Flight, and took the third Priſo- 
ner, having dangerouſly wounded him, from 
whom, to his great Surpriſe, he learn'd the 
were Servants of the aforeſaid Lady, who re- 
tain'd them to cut off her Gallants ; and that 
this was the Fate of ſeveral who had unaccout- 
able diſappear'd ſoon after being remarked to 
have viſited her often. This Story he laid be- 
fore the Emperor, and the Counteſs was ſeiz' d, 
and order'd to be confin'd for Life in a a Caſile | in 
the Mountains of 7 rn. 


He was ſoon after ſent into 7aly, with the 
Title of General of Foot, to proſecute ſome 
"Enterpriſes deviſed by Cardinal ALBERON1> 
that prov'd abortive. It was here that the 
Duke of OrLEaNs, then Regent of France, 


ſhew'd him a thouſand Civilities, ordering the 


States of Provence to furniſh his Officers with 


all Sorts of Ammunition and Artillery ; at the

lawry that ſtood againſt him in France, reſtor 


ing him to his Honours, and he would have 
krecover'd his Eſtate, but one of the Count's 


Brother's had got Poſſeſſion, and reſolv'd not 


to quit it. 


Some People imagin'd this aroſe from a 
Friendſhip they had contracted together when 
Children, and others imputed it to a Deſire of 


regaining ſo good a General to the French Ser- 


vice; the latter is not improbable. I have heard 


it ſaid, that he made him Offers on that Ac- 


count, which, notwithſtanding his great Deſire 


of ſettling in his native Country, he generouſly. 
refus'd, alledging the Emperor had prov'd to- 


him a very gracious Maſter, and heap'd on him 
unmerited Favours, which it were Ingratitude fo 
to repay. Perhaps he had been glad of ſuch Re- 


treat when there was no Duke of ORLEANS 


living to offer it. , 

Prince EvuGENE had a Miſtreſs who was ſaid 
to govern him entirely, and there were few 
Employments in his Highneſs's Gift that did 


not paſs through her Hands. BoNNEvVaL aſk d 
of the Prince a Poſt of very little Conſequence

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in Favour of a Domeſtic to a Lady, with whom 
he had an Amour; but was anſwer'd it was al- 
ready given away, and, on Enquiry, it ap- 


pear'd to be to one whom the Prince's Miſtreſs 
had recommended, 


This Refuſal nettled him ; he told the Prince, 
nobody could be angry with him for keeping a 
Miſtreſs ; but every Body that lov'd him muſt 
be ſorry to ſee her rule his Conduct, and direct 
his Judgment. The Reply was, that he was 
beſt acquainted with his own Affairs, that he 
never troubled himſelf about any Perſon's 
Amours, nor did he deſire any one to inter- 
MES with his, 


| ever, BoNNEVAL piqu'd at not being 

his Miſtreſs, wrote ſome ſatirical 
Verſes upon her who had been the Cauſe of it; 

they were ſhewn to the Prince, he reſented them 

very highly, and this was the Beginning of the 
Breach between them, which, at length, 
widen'd into an irreconcileable Quarrel.

ONNEVAL was ſoon after order'd to Han. 
ders to take upon him the Command as 
General in Chief of the Foot and Artillery, at 
the ſame Time he was paid all his Arrears, 
which were very conſiderable, and Notice given 
him to ſet out directly. It was thought the 
Prince diſpos'd thus of him, as he had always 
| eſteem'd him, to prevent an open Rupture be- 
_ tween them, 


Here he found the Marquis Dx PRIE, Go- 
vernor of the Low Countries under Prince Eu- 
| GENEy 


* 
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GENE, which was far from being agreeable to 


him, as he look'd upon him in the Light of a 


Dependant to the Lady, who occaſion'd the 
Diſpute between the Prince and him. The 
Marquis was univerſally hated for his Exactions 
and Meanneſs, while BoNNEVAL's Hoſpitality, 
and munificent Diſpoſition, from the firſt Mo- 
ment he ſettled in Bruſſels, made him the Idol 


of the People. They had a Number of little 


Diſputes, in which the Governor was always 
worſted ; but the great and principal, the Cauſe 


of his retiring to the ſublime Porte, was as fol- 


lows. 


It had been ſaid at the Sub- Governor's 
Houſe by the Marchioneſs, and her Daughter, 
that the young Queen of Spain, Daughter to 
the Duke of ORLEANS, BoNNEVATL's great 
Friend, had been diſcover'd in an Intrigue with 
a young Nobleman, who was ſtabb'd before her 
Face, and flung out of a Window, for which 
ſhe was committed to cloſe Confinement. The 
Words were repeated next Day at the General's 
Houſe, who, impatient of fo groſs an Injury 


done to the Family of his Friend, enquir'd into 
the Foundation of ſuch a Report, Which ap- 
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pear'd to be a falſe and malicious Invention of | 
1 DE Payp's Family, who bated the Duke. 


On this he allow'd to be publiſh'd a fort of 


Defence of the Queen's Reputation, ſign'd by _ 


himſelf, in Oppoſition to what DE Pr1z ſtill 


, Publickly aſſerted, wherein he went very near 


calling him a Villain, and his Wife and Daughter 
Whores. Theſe were the firſt Over-flowings 
of Paſſion; they were certainly Terms very 
groſs, unbecoming the Mouth of a General Of- 


ficer, and injurious to the Royal Character he 
would have defended. 


This Diſpute grew, at length, to be very 
warm. The Count openly affronted the Mar- 
| quis, who, in Return, accus'd him of behav- 
ing diſreſpectfully to his Imperial Majeſty, by 
abuſing his Officer, and of an Attachment to 
the French Court, which would prove, in the 
End, prejudicial to the Auſtrian Intereſt, Bon- 
NEVAL defended himſelf, and they both heap'd 
Defences, Remonſtrances, Replies, and recri- 
minating Allegations upon the Attention of the 
Aulic Council, as well as on that of the Em- 
peror. | 


DE 
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De PRIR order'd the Count to repair to the 
Citadel of Antwerp ; to this, on being advis'd, 
he ſubmitted, and went there to remain as a 
Priſoner till the Emperor ſhould pleaſe to ſettle 
the Diſpute, He wrote to Prince EucENE, 
who ſent him but a cold Anſwer. | 


It was a great while before he receiv'd an 
Order, ſummoning him to repair to Vienna ,to 


give an Account of theſe Tranſactions. He 


took the Hague. in his Way, where he ſtaid up- 
wards of a Month, and publiſh'd a ſevere Me- 
morial againſt DE PRIE, then proceeded, in 
Spite of the Advice of all his Friends, and ſe- 
veral anonymous Letters, aſſuring him, that 
there he certainly brav'd an unmerited Death. 


He was ſeiz'd when he came near Vienna, 


and carry*d_ Priſoner to the Caſtle of Spilburgb in 5 


Moravia, where he remain'd a ſhort while. 
When he was acquainted, that the Aulic Coun- 
cil had examin'd into his Conduct, and con- 
demn'd him to die; but the Emperor, out of his 
great Clemency, ſpar'd his Life, ordering him 
to be confin'd for one Year, and then difiniſs'd

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his Service, with a ftrit Injunction, never 
again to ſet Foot in the Imperial Dominions, 


The Subſtances of the Articles of Accuſation 
againſt him were, that he was ſeldom ſeen at 


Church, and eat Fleſh-Meat on Days that _ 


were forbidden, To this, his having been 


ſick and gouty, during his Reſidence here, was 
e a ſufficient Reply. : 


That he was too popular, and his Heart fill 
French: 


That he had abus'd the Sub- Governor, his 
Family, and F riends, IG 


That he had Send Satires againſt the Go- 
vernment. But the Principal Wan, 


That he had diſobey'd the Emperor in not 
repairing to Vienna as ſoon as order'd, but de- 
laying at the Hague. Thus proving farther the 
Diſaffection to his Imperial Majeſty, which he 
had before manifeſted in contemning him, in the 
Perſon of ſuch as were inveſted with his Autho- 


rity. 


After 8 
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After his Confinement he retir'd to Venice, 
and lodg'd at a public Inn, without a ſingle Do- 
meſtic to attend him, he offer'd his Service to 
the Republic, but was politely refus'd, as he 
was alſo by the Ruſſians. In this Dilemma he 


ſcarcely knew which Way to turn himſelf, when 


he receiv'd, from an unknown Hand, a Preſent 
of ten thouſand Franks, juſt before the Carni- 
val, and ſoon after a ſecond Sum of equal Va- 
lue. At firſt he knew not to whom he ow'd 
this Kindneſs, but, at length, had Reaſon to 
believe it came from an illuſtrious and wealthy 
Lady, whoſe Views were purely, being ſervice- 


able to ſo great a Man in Diſtreſs ; nor was he 
vain enough to infer, from this Behaviour, that 
ſhe lov'd hw: or befriended him on ay Ac- 


con but his Deſerts. 


A Turkiſh Baſhaw, ws was charg'd with 
a private Commiſſion to the Republic, and 
whom BonNevaL had formerly known in 
Hungary; renewing his Acquaintance, often 
touch'd him upon his Situation in Life, his Diſ- 
poſition, and the unfair Uſage he had met with 
from the Imperial Government. Diſcourſes of 
this Sort awaken'd the lleeping Embers of Re- 


venge 
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venge within his Boſom, alarm'd his Pride, 3 and 
brought Remembrance in Bluſhes to his Face; ; 
he knew himſelf wrong d, and he could not 
bear to hear another repeat it; that there was 
great Partiality in the bog that had been 
paſs'd upon him ; for it had been no more than 
Juſtice to have tried DE PRIE, on the Allega- 
tions preferr'd againſt him by the Count, as 

they had mutually accus'd each other. 


The Turk repreſenfed to him, it was not 
impoſſible but the Court of Vienna might In- 
fluence other Powers to refuſe the Offer of his

She was born in a Village of Abania (a Ter- 
ritory belonging to the Yenztians) and deſcended 


from a noble Family, but betray'd into Slavery, 
with her Father, Mother, and one of her Siſ- 
ters, by the Perfidy of a Greek Renegado, who 
Was a Shipwright. The Father, ignorant of 


the Grecian's Apoſtacy, whoſe Friend he had 


been a long Time, conſented to dine, on the 
Ship-builder's Invitation, together, with all his 
Family, on board a new Ship lying. in the Road 
: completely 
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completely fitted, and ready to ſet ſail. The 
Traytor immediately ſecur'd them, put out 
to dea, and ſteer'd with a fair Wind for Tunis, 
where he ſold thoſe four. unfortunate People, 


They did not long ſupport their Bondage, her 
Father and Mother dying ſoon, the Siſter follo;- 


ing ſhortly after, ſo that Ani only remain 4 
alive, a fine Girl, and but juſt fifteen Years 
old, with whom her Patron, MEnzMer, fell 
eee in Love. 


He would have exerted the Right Turks ge- 
nerally uſurp over their Slaves; and it was not 
without Tears and Entreaties that this virtuous 
Girl appeas'd, at leaſt for a while, the criminal 
Deſires of her pitileſs Maſter. Her Tranquil- 

lity was but ſhort-liv'd, his Paſſion increas'd, 
and was to be ſatisfied only by Gratification, 
It js certain that he really loy'd her, for he ad- 
vis'd her to change her Religion, promiſing to 
become her Huſband. The dreadful Propoſt- 
tion ſtartled her, ſhe rejected it with Horror, 
and. the Fear, which ſhe had of his inceſſant 
Importunities, joining her Grief for the Loſs of 


her dear Parents, threw her into a violent Fit 
of Sickneſs. qi |

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Father Jonn DauAzix, of the Order of 
Redemption, coming to this Capital to redeem 


Captives, being inform'd of her Danger, made 


her Illneſs a Pretext to ſnatch her a while from 
the inordinate Deſires of the intemperate M- 
HEMET, He demanded that ſhe might be car- 
.ried to the Hoſpital of St. John the ap- 
pointed · Receptacle for ſuch Chriſtian Slaves 
as are found to be dangerouſly ill. MEHEMET 
conſented, CoLiva was remov'd, and, for a 
little Time, in ſome Meaſure, conſol'd. 


She remain'd here three Weeks without Per- 
ſecution, when her Patron, who daily enquir'd 
after her Health, requir'd her to be re-deliver'd 
to him. In vain was it alledg'd ſhe remain'd 
fick, He anſwer'd, he was Maſter of his own 
Slaves, and inſiſted abſolutely on her being given 
up, adding, if they refus'd, they ſhould find he 


would fetch her thence by Force. The good 
Father, finding it would be as well dangerous 


as fruitleſs to reſiſt, promis'd ſhe ſhould be forth 
coming in two Days, in which Time there hap- 
pen'd an Accident that ſpoke the Interpoſition of 


the divine Arm between her Virtue and De- 


ſtruction. 


MEHEMET. 
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Murr was arreſted by the Dey's Orders, 
all his Goods confiſcated, and Col IvA chang' d 


her Maſter for the Monarch. This Prince, mm 


who took a Review of the Slaves, underſtand- 
ing one of them was then at the Hoſpital of St. 
JohN, order'd her to be produc'd, and, having 
ſeen her, appointed her Apartments in his Sera- 
glio. He had a Son nam'd HALI, born of a 
Genocſe Woman, who had turn'd Turk, This 
Prince, having married two Women without 


having Children by. either, took a Liking to 


CoLiva, and deſir'd it as a Favour of his Fa- 
ther that he might marry her, hoping ſhe would 
prove leſs barren than the others. The Dey 
eaſily conſented to gratify his Wiſh. The young 
Prince believ'd that the Ambition of becoming 
Sultana would have wrought ſo effectually on 
the Mind of CoLiva, as to perfect a Change ot 
her Religion; but he ſoon found that he kneiy 
little of her Diſpoſition, in thinking ſhe was to 
be won by the Pomp of Titles, or the Glance of 
Greatneſs. - She obſtinately refus'd to renounce 
| Chriſtianity, and was not to be tempted by 
Riches, which are but tranſitory, nor to be 
loften'd with Sighs, ſtill leſs to be depended on.

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Mildneſs was exercis'd in vain, ſhe continu'd 
inexorable ; ſo that, finding how little he gain'd 
upon her, he us'd her groſsly ill, notwithſtand- 
ing Promiſes of the contrary made to the reve- 
rend Father; nay, his Anger went ſo far as to 
order her corporal Puniſhment. from the black 
Eunuchs, The Prieſt, being inform'd of her 
Situation, plainly faw, that, to ſave her Honour 
and Virtue, ſhe muſt be redeem'd. He talk'd 
to the Dey of her Ranſom, which was fix'd at 

1500 Piaſtres; but Father Joan, not being 
Maſter of that Sum, was oblig'd to apply for it 
among the Chriſtian Merchants, by whom he
